There 
ware a few cheers for Bryan but more for 
bis opponent. At Windsor Locks the 
assemblage was more enthusiastic for 
Bryan and demanded a speech. Every- 
body wanted to shake hands. "I am glad 
to see you," was the extent of th ad- 
dress there.

•nd cheered enthusiastically. 


Bryan arrived at Springfield at 12.05 


o'clock and wss met at the station by 
Mayor Winter, George Fred Williams and 
mem ben of the board of aldermen. A

where he spoke to an andlence that filled 
half the park. It was a most enthusias- 
tic crowd and applauded his sentiments 
freely. At tbe conclusion of his speech, 
the party went to tbe hotel Worthy, had 
dinner and left at 1.15 for Boston.

Rockwell and B. B. Created Great Excite- 


' ment at the Fair Thursday. 


Clearly tbe best race ever witnessed on 


the local track was seen at the Hooeac 
Valley fair Thursday afternoon. It was 
the free-for-all clusj and the only startem 
were two pacers, B. B. owned by H. Fox 
of New Haven, Conn., andH. J. Rockwoil, 
owned by E. M. Dodee of PitMneld. 
The 


fame of these horses had preceded Ibem. 
B. B. was already well known here. 
He 


established the track record at 2.18 in n 
race against time two or three years ego 
and has been a favorite among the horse- 
men here since then.' This year he was 
beaten ty Rockwell at PittsfieU and at 
Nassau, N, Y., by exceedingly narrow 
margins, and when it was known that the 
two wero to race here the keenest Interest 
was at 
once 
sroused, 
and 
there 


is no doubt that this race alone drew 
many people to the fair Thursday who 
would not otherwise have been present. 


For some time before the horses ap- 


peared this rnce was almost tbe Bole topic 
of discussion in the vicinity of the grand 
stand, and betting, though quietly con' 
ducted, was very active. Rockwell, in 
view of his recent victories, was the favor- 
ite, aad his (backers gave* odd, in some 
cases as high as two and a half to one, it 
was stated. A good number of Pittsfield 
men were present and many of them 
went on the principle that "money talks.1' 
Both boraes called out applause when 
they appeared and began to limber np. 
Everybody was glad there were no other 
horses in the race, as they wanted to see 
these well matched and rapid pacers 
compete without interference 
of any 


kind.

night before was clear and cool and all 
predicted a pleasant day for tbe close of 
the (air, but wheu morning cime a cold 
breoie was blowing from the northwest, 
tbit sky was ("arbeiied by heavy clouds 
and it looked very much as though rain 
would EOOU be added to the other elements 
of discom fort.

Mexican money?" pskecl a traveler iu 
search of financial wisdom. 


"You can get it at any of the grocery 


stares; they all, keep it," replied tho 
Laredo hotel clerk. 


Thus prompted, the traveler entered 


• Laredo emporium whore clerks were 
selling sugar and other things by the 
pound and said: 


"A dollar's worth of Mexican monev, 


ploaEe." - 


"In the rear," responded the clerk 


addressed, indicating the location by a 
toss of the head. 


"A dollar's worth of Mexican money, 


please," was repeated to the clerk. 


Out came a drawer. Nimble fingers 


ran over the compartment 
A haudfnl 


of strange coins chinked on the counter. 
The American dollar went into another 
drawer. The clerk turned away. The 
sale was made. The customer gathered 
up a Mexican dollar, a Mexican half 
dollar, a Mexican quarter, a Mexican 
dime and a Mexican cent; total, $1.86 
in Mexican coin. 


To the hotel clerk the Inqniry wa- as 


nsual as one for the direction to the 
postoffice. To the grocery man the trans- 
action was simply the ordinary courso 
of business. Upon the traveler was im- 
pressed tbe difference between "every 
dollar as good as gold" and "unlimited 
coinage of silver independent of any oth- 
er nation." 


Mexican money is a commodity in 


Laredo. It is bought and sold just as 
butter and eggs are, The grocery stores 
keep it. 


"Mexican dollars took another drop 


today," said the Laredo paper of this 
date, noting a tu.irkot ohoiige. 
"They 


are quoted ut 61 cents offered, 68 cents 
asked at the banks." 


The same paper in its telegraphic re- 


port gave tho rate of exchange of Mex- 
ican money at $1.8riJ£. Thns itappeara 
that Mexican money has its local and 
its foreign fluctuations, like coffee. 
It 


also appears that when the grocery man 
sold $1.86 of Mexican money for an 
American dollar he exercised the in- 
alienable right of the middleman to 
his profit. He was not ill the business of 
selling Mexican money for rris health. 
He was not giving change to draw cus- 
tom or to accouimodate. 
He had 


Mexican silver in stock just as he had 
other goods. He took core to sell it 
high enough to make the transaction 
swell his profits. There is a retail trade 
as well as a wholesale, trade in Mex- 
ican money. There ia a margin be- 
tween the retailer and the wholesaler in 
Mexican money just as in any other 
commodity. If you want to buy a dol- 
lar's worth of Mexican money today yon 
can get Sl-^li. j{ you want to sell a 
dollar's worth, you must give $1.90. 
Tomorrow' it may be a cent or two up 
or down. The man who has little is tho 
one who is shaved, closest. The email 
buyera contributes - the great profits. 
This way of tfte world holds good on 
the border between tbe gold and silver 
standards. Tbe poor are hardest pinch- 
ed by the decline'of silver.
